In architectural work, mon should 
break nwny from convention If neces- 
sary, and follow their own ideas, ac- 
cording: to S. It. Maw, who spoke Iasi 
night to the architectural society. ’’Jilt 
upon a way easiest to yourself and 
carry on In your own way”, he ad- 
vised. 

He reminded the society (hat the 
real Idea of the perspective drawing 
Is to show the client how tho propos- 
ed building will look when finished. If 
purely geometrical perspective fall to 
do so, the architect must resort to his 
own ingenuity to produce the desired 
effect and to give the client a genuine 
Idea of the building In question. 

The method of coloring a drawing of 
a building and Indicating shadows upon 
It, which Is called '’rendering” It, 
changes ns do styles In painting. A 
few years ago tho "skeleton perspec- 
tive" was considered to be th® right 
thing, but nowadays a perspective must 
show everything that a building ac- 
tually Is. The most important elevation 
or most striking architectural effect Is 
always emphasized. 

Another important feature of the 
good perspective Is that It shows the 
proposed building In its proper sur- 
roundings. Thus when looking at Mr. 
Maw’s drawing of the Sun Life build- 
ing one seems to be standing some- 
where near Childs restaurant nnd^to 
he looking out across tho square. With 
a corner of the church shown and with 
tho troc» and monuments of the park 
In the foreground one feels that the 
building actually exists. 

Foremost Architect 

Mr. S. H. Maw. generally known as 
the foremost architectural perspective 
artist In Canada today, was the guest 
of the Architectural Society at a regu- 
lar meeting held last night. In an In- 
formal talk, which he Illustrated with 
original examples of Ills own work, 
he revealed many of "tho tricks of the 
trade" which are unknown even to the 
practical architect. 

Among example» of Mr. Max’s re- 
cent work are co'or perspective* of the 
Royal Hank building and Ihe proposed 
Sun Life JJulldlng. In connection wlch 
the Royal Hank perspective, lie was 
commissioned to do tho work after tin 
drawings of two prominent New York 
artists had been rejected. 

Mr. Maw lia» recently been announc- 
ed as the winner in a competition for 
a cover design for the Journal of llio 
Royal Institute of nrltlsh Architects. 

Apart from Ills perapretlve work, he 
Is recognized among the beat of Cunti-
